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IMPROVEMENT IN DEMAND. 


Holyoke Running Full Time—Fair Business in Boston and 
Miami Valley—Wisconsin and Philadelphia More 
Active—Chicago Trade Quiet. 








Barring the disturbance caused by the holiday this week, 
trade conditions in the New York market remain about the 
same as they have been. The demand, which has been on 
the ebb for a number of weeks, is now of rather small pro- 
portions. But as this let-up in the buying is to be expected 
at this season, the falling off in the volume of sales causes 
no special comment. In the jobbing trade it is now admit- 
ted that new business is rather slow, the indications being 
that the period of summer dullness has this year set in a 
little earlier than usual. Naturally, the quiet tone of the 
distributing trade has still further affected the manufactur- 
ing situation, rendering prices somewhat weaker. On prac- 
tically all grades the bearish effect of a dull market is ap- 
parent. Tissues are the single exception to the rule, being 
scarce and very firm in price. The unusual strength of 
tissues at this time still continues as the remarkable feature 
of the market. So great is the demand for tissues that all 
the mills making them are sold up far ahead of their pro- 
ductive capacity for months to come. In all the other 
grades the manufacturers, while not absolutely in need of 
orders to keep their mills running, are nevertheless some- 
what worried over the outlook for the summer. Under 
such conditions it is but natural that prices should suffer. 
Because of the large overproduction of news paper the 
quotations on that grade are weaker, comparatively, than 
are those on book, manilas or writings. The severe com- 
petition for orders in book papers has resulted in some low 
quotations being reported. Wrappings of all kinds are 
somewhat weaker, as the season of reduced consumption is 
now at hand. Prices on manilas have not, however, gone 
off very much, as they were already at a rather low level. 
Writings are also practically unchanged in price, although 
the business in writings is now of smaller volume than it 
has been. Because of the dullness in box boards, very low 
quotations are the rule. From the above it will be seen 
that, speaking generally, the market is fast getting into the 
condition characteristic of the summer season. 





Holyoke Mills Running Full Time.

The Byron Weston Company, of Dalton, reports trade 
as very fair and somewhat better than during the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

The Millers Falls Paper Company, of Millers Falls, has 
enough business to keep its mill busy, and some fair sized 
orders are reported on hand. 

It is generally believed by the manufacturers that busi- 
ness will hold up well during the summer, as the trade is 
not thought to be overstocked, some jobbers putting off 
orders as long as possible, hoping for lower prices, which 
do not seem to be an immediate asset.

Still, local trade cannot be 
said to be very active during these last few days of the 
month, nor was there anything doing outside of the ordi- 
nary routine last week. City printers are not very crowded 
with jobs at present, which’ accounts for the falling off in 


demand of some lines of paper. While dealers report quiet 
business, those having the general direction of trade move- 
ments seen to be kept pretty close to their desks, working 
through the mass of stuff coming to hand from day to day 


And then again their statements do not carry evidentes of

Local paper jobbers continue, of course, to feel the effect 
of the great teamsters’ strike, although business by no 
means suffers the absolute paralysis that would seem ap- 
parent from the exaggerated reports that have gone forth. 
It is unquestionable, however, that country business has 
suffered to some extent, as outside jobbing points have 
taken advantage of the condition here to represent that 
deliveries from Chicago were uncertain. So far no delay 
to speak of has occurred as regards shipments by the paper 
houses. - 

While the number of teamsters on strike has been in- 
creased the past week by the addition of a large number 
of drivers for lumber concerns, the end of the week 
brought a reassuring factor in the action of the Associated 
Building Trades Unions in withholding moral and finan- 
cial support from the strikers. 

Trade in practically all lines of paper is quiet, all suf- 
fering more or less from the general restriction of trade 
activity here. 

The announcement that the mills heretofore selling 
through the Interstate Paper Company will now sell 
direct makes the situation in the book paper market addi- 
tionally uncertain. That prices are not high is generally 
admitted, however, and any material improvement in de- 
mand would unquestionably firm up the market. 

There has been no change in quotations in straw board 
on this market, although the cut in the East causes buyers 
to withhold buying except for most urgent and immediate 
needs.

News More Active in Wisconsin. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 29, 1905.—The business situation 
does not seem to improve in any marked way. The news 
market has, perhaps, been doing a little better of late, and 
there is a fair call for this kind of paper. Fibre papers are 
quieter and book papers are quite flat. Manufacturers are 
at a loss to account for the condition in book papers, as 
there seems to be about as much paper as ever being used, 
so far as one can see. Regarding fibre papers new mills 
have come into the market of late, but this does not explain 
the whole of it. 

“I think,” said one manufacturer to me today, in talking 
about it, “that there is a disposition to substitute cheaper 
papers for fibres wherever possible. It was not so long 
ago that whenever you went to the store and bought some- 
thing it came home to you wrapped up in fibre paper.

These bags were made of 
wretched stuff, a sort of bogus manila. This is only one 
of the instances I have noticed where substitution is going 
on.”

This branch of the paper industry seems, from al] 
accounts, to have had a hard time of it during the past few 
months, prices having been at the lowest notch for the 
greater part of that period, while the demand was not above 
normal at any stage of the industrial game. Nevertheless, 
most of the mills in the Miami Valley engaged on this 
class of manufactures were running on full time and the 
owners reported business as good as could be expected, 
with a fair margin of profit. Wrappings have continued 
in fair call and the demand for building and coated papers 
has been up to the standard. 

“This warm weather has helped us considerably,” re 
marked an old timer, “and I believe it has been a won 
derful assistance to nearly everybody in the trade. General 
mercantile lines are awakening, and though it will not be 
long till we are in midsummer, the belated arrival of the 
summer season will create a heavy demand for nearly all 
articles of use in which our industry is generally 
interested. The warm spell in March created a tre- 
mendous demand for wrappings and suit and dress boxes, 
but when the snow began to fly again the sales were notice 
ably checked. If we notice the change due to warmer 
weather here, it is reasonable to say that most all manu- 
facturers in the country will observe an appreciable 
change.”

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PAPER COMPANY LOSES CASE. 


Contention Grew Out of a Bid for a Government Contract Made 
by McDonald & Fisher on Paper to Be Made by Dexter 
Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company. 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

BALTIMORE, May 27, 1905.—McDonald & Fisher, whole- 
sale paper dealers of this city, obtained a verdict for $1,690 
yesterday in the Superior Court of this city against the 
Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, of Dexter, 
N. Y., for alleged breach of contract. The trial of the 
case began Thursday, the 25th inst. 

The suit grew out of the bid and contract of McDonald 
& Fisher to furnish the United States Public Printer with 
rope manila paper for the year 1903-1904. McDonald & 
Fisher put in a bid to furnish the paper at $4.90, naming 
the Dexter Company as the manufacturer. The bid, being 
the lowest, was accepted, and McDonald & Fisher there- 
upon contracted with the Government to furnish the paper. 

Che Dexter Company people agreed with McDonald & 
l‘isher to manufacture the paper for them at $4.70, less 
commissions and discount. The Dexter Company, how- 
ever, failed to make the paper, and about July 1, 1903, re- 
fused to go any further with the matter. To fill their con- 
tract with the Government McDonald & Fisher had to 
purchase the paper elsewhere. Then they brought suit 
against the Dexter Company for the loss and expense to 
which they were put in making new contracts. These 
amounted to something over $1,500, and the verdict was 
claimed for the full amount. 

The principal evidence in the case was the correspond- 
ence between McDonald & Fisher and the Dexter Com- 
pany relating to the contract. A large number of letters 
which passed between the parties were produced by the 
Dexter Company, the copies of the correspondence in the 
possession of McDonald & Fisher having been destroyed 
in the great fire here in February, 1904. 

The case was practically decided when Judge Thomas S. 
Baer, who presided at the trial, refused the motion of A. 

J. Carr, attorney for the Dexter Company, to take it from 
the jury and to order a verdict for the defendant. The 
Dexter Company took the ground that McDonald & Fisher 
were simply its agents in the transaction and had no right 
to contract with the Government at $4.90. 

lhe court, however, held that on the face of the corre- 
spondence McDonald & Fisher were principals and acted 
for themselves in contracting with the Government and 
were not agents of the Dexter Company. The court fur- 
ther held that even if McDonald & Fisher were the agents 
of the Dexter Company they would have a right to re- 
cover. 

Frederick N. McDonald, of McDonald & Fisher, and 
Robert L. Stevens, a paper bag manufacturer, of this city, 
were the only witnesses called on behalf of the plaintiff, 
their testimony being based on the correspondence pro- 
duced as evidence. 

Secretary Campbell, of the Dexter Company, the only 
witness for the defendant, was called to the witness stand 
ifter Judge Baer had declined to take the case from the 
jury. 

Nearly every question asked Mr. Campbell by Mr. 
Carr was objected to by Mr. Duffy, attorney for the plain- 
tiffs, the objections being sustained by the court. The first 
question asked Mr. Campbell by Mr. Carr was whether the 
Dexter Company could furnish paper according to the 
requirements set forth in the correspondence. Mr. Duffy 
objected to the question as irrelevant and the court sus- 
ained the objection. “The Dexter Company made a con- 
tract and was bound by it,” said Mr. Duffy. The court also 
ustained Mr. Duffy’s objection to the witness telling if he 
<new anything of the Government's specifications for the 
paper. “The Dexter Company was bound to furnish and 
we were bound to take paper of a certain kind,” Mr. Duffy 
said. Mr. Carr explained that he wanted to show that 
McDonald & Fisher did not tell the Dexter Company of 
he Government requirements, but the court would not 
ermit him to do so against’ Mr. Duffy’s objection. 

The court also sustained Mr. Duffy’s objections to the 
following questions asked Mr. Campbell by Mr. Carr: 

“Had you been advised of the Government specifications 
hat would have been your action?” 

“What experience have you had in bidding for the Gov- 
rument ?” 

“Mr. McDonald testified that he did not know the sub- 
stances from which your paper is made. What have you 
to say to that?” 

“Do you make rope or jute paper?” 

Mr. Duffy declared that all these questions were irrele- 
ant. He withdrew his objection to the question, “What 
s unbleached sulphite?” for the purpose, he said, of allow- 
ng the jury to gain information on the subject, although 
t had nothing to do with the case. Then Mr. Campbell 


explained the difference between bleached and unbleached 
sulphite, 

When Mr, Campbell was allowed to answer a question, 
he said: “I told Mr. McDonald that if he had told us that

Small Scandinavian Stocks of Pulp. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Ottawa, Canada, May 27, 1905.—The Canadian commer- 
cial agent in Norway and Sweden writes the Trade and 
Commerce Department as follows: 

“British paper makers have tried lately to buy for prompt 
delivery, but on receiving counter offers for shipment in 
June they have insisted on delivery not later than first half 
of May. This shows plainly that they are now approach- 
ing the day very rapidly when the last of their winter 
stocks will be finished. 

“Of the quantity of pulp which Norway and Sweden can 
this year be expected to produce there is at this moment 
less than 80,000 tons unsold. The price now demanded 
by makers, viz., between 38 Kr and 4o Kr., ($10.13 and 
$10.67), must, therefore, be considered a moderate one un- 
der the present circumstances. Of late British paper mak- 
ers have been in the habit of buying in the summer and 
early autumn large quantities for winter stock. In the 
spring of 1904 there was nearly 100,000 tons in stock in 
Norway and Sweden. 
appeared on this side, and what the British paper makers 
bought last autumn is used up.” 


The Mispec Mill Leased. 


Sr. Joun, N. B., May 25, 1905.—A letter from Stetson, 
Cutler & Co., in which they made three propositions, was 
read at a special meeting of the common council. They 
offered to buy the Mispec mill for $25,000 cash, to rent for 
ten years for $3,000 a year with a right of renewal for 
years at the same figure, or to rent for five 
years for $3,500 with the right to cancel after 
years, in which event they would pay the city a bonus of 
$3,000. They asked the right of renewal on the same 
terms. They also wanted the right to develop any water 
power at their own expense without interfering with the 
city’s rights. 

Alderman Christie moved that the matter lie on the 
table. He said a responsible gentleman had expressed will- 
ingness to lease the mill for six months for $2,500. 

Alderman Frink moved an amendment that the proposi- 
tion for a lease for five years for $3,500 a year be accepted, 
subject to revision of the proposal regarding water power. 

The mayor was in favor of accepting the offer, eliminat- 
ing altogether the matter of water rights. 

Alderman Millidge thought the resolution should con- 
tain a clause reserving to the city all its rights on the river, 
subject to the approval of the recorder. 

The motion to lease the property for $3,500 a year was 
passed, subject to the provision outlined.

Riverside Will Rebuild Sulphite Mill.

AppLeton, Wis., May 29, 1905.—The work of adjusting 
the loss upon the burned sulphite mill of the Riverside 
Fibre and Paper Company will begin this week, The total 
insurance, as stated last week, amounts to $100,000.

The chance for the speculators to obtain 
any part of one of the estates, valued at about half a million, 
is remote, because it is contingent upon twelve young ben- 
eficiaries dying before three persons who are advanced in 
years. In the other case the speculators have a better 
chance to win about $25,000, as their claim is contingent 
only upon a beneficiary aged sixty-five dying before the 
bankrupt and an unmarried woman of forty-three dying 


without issue. 











MAINE’S LOG DRIVES. 


Hard Work Getting Them Through—It Is Expected Most of 
the Logs Will Get Down, but Some Are in 
Danger of Being Hung Up. 


Bancor, Me., May 25, 1905.—According to authentic re- 
ports the rain, which recently fell so steadily in Bangor 
and its vicinity has not produced so great a change in the 
driving conditions in the lumbering sections of the State 
as many people have been led to believe. To be sure, the 
rain has helped, for every little helps, but it has not rained 
heavily enough in the lumbering section to produce much 
of a rise in the pitch of the streams. At the Bangor dam 
the rain produced a rise of about 1 foot, the gauge show- 
ing 4 feet 2 inches on the dain Saturday morning as against 
a little over 3 feet when the rain began. The water may 
rise a few inches more, but not much, because it stopped 
raining up the river before it did here. 

Notwithstanding all reports to the contrary, however, it 
appears that the drives are all coming along in good shape. 
Matthew Cowhig, of the firm of Golden & Cowhig, employ- 
ment agents, came down from the North Branch of the 
Penobscot, where Charles L. Jackson has been having a 
hard time with a big drive. In this drive there is about 
12,000,000 or 14,000,000 feet, about 8,000,000 feet of which 
are new logs. 

Mr. -Jackson has a crew of 225 men, larger than ever 
worked on the drive in previous seasons. The logs have 
been brought along under discouraging conditions, low 
water and head winds combining to delay work. There 
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were many days when the logs could not be moved owing 
to the wind, but these days were not wasted, being spent 
in building log dams to hold the water for use when the 
wind favored. 

When Mr. Cowhig left the North Branch all but about 
2,500,000 feet had been sluiced through Bog dam. The 
head of the drive was then down past the Seboomook 
House and near Northwest Carry. The pitch of water was 
fair and the logs were coming along well. The South 
Branch logs were also coming along well and should be 
into the West Branch in three or four days. Fears have 
been entertained for the safety of the logs on the North 
3ranch and it will be a relief to their owners to have 
them out in the river, where they are safe. 

Reports from the East Branch indicate that the drives 
there are coming along in a manner to relieve their owners 
of serious fears for their safety. The forward East Branch 
drive of about 12,000,000 feet entered the main river more 
than a week ago and is now somewhere near Mattawam- 
keag. Fears have been entertained for many of the logs 
on the Wissataquoik. About the first operations of the 
season were on this stream, but more than once the crews 
have been withdrawn on account of low water. The most 
recent reports from there indicate that the logs will be 
brought out in safety and that but very few, if any, are 
hung up. The Wissataquoik and Seboois drives are ex- 
pected to be in the East Branch by the middle of next 
week. 

From up around Chamberlain Lake come reports of seri- 
ous difficulty owing to low water. On the Little Allegash 
the Katahdin Pulp and Paper Company has about 12,000,- 
000 feet, which are said to be in danger of being hung up 
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or getting in very late. Up around Eagle Lake Marsh & 
Ayer have 8,000,000 feet which are also said to need a big 
rise in water to get them out in safety. These logs have to 
be wound across the carry into Chamberlain Lake, and a 
considerable rise of water is said to be needed before the 
carry can be used. Neither Hon. N. M. Jones, of the 
Katahdin Pulp and Paper Company, nor Fred W. Ayer, of 
Marsh & Ayer, are worrying much over the prospect of 
having their logs hung up. It is hard to tell yet whether 
or not the logs can be brought down this season, but lum 
bermen who are usually pretty good authorities on such 
matters are of the opinion that the logs will reach their 
destinations all right and that the size of the drives will 
be just about the same as usual. The market is good and 
bids fair to remain so, notwithstanding the various rumors 
of low water and lost logs. 


Cleveland Leader Sold.

THEODORE PINKHAM. 


Theodore Pinkham, of Boston, died at his home in New- 
tonville, Mass., Tuesday of last week, May 23, aged sixty- 
one years, after a few weeks’ illness. 

Mr. Pinkham was born in Chelsea, Mass., in 1844, or 
rather Revere, as the section since became, and during the 
greater part of his life lived there and identified himself 
with the growth and progress of the town, holding differ- 
ent town offices and serving on the board of selectmen of 
Revere for several years. Some twenty years ago he re- 
moved to Brookline, a suburb of Boston, where he soon 
took a prominent position, socially and politically, be being 
chosen one of the selectmen of that town. For the past 
few years he resided on Oakland road, Newtonville, Mass., 
where he died. Mr. Pinkham is survived by a widow, a 
grown daughter and a son, who is now located in Denver. 
During the Civil War he served in the Forty-fourth Massa- 
chusetts Regiment. Early in life Mr. Pinkham connected 
himself with the box board and paper trade of Boston, his 
first connection being with Collins & Pinkham as salesman, 
the Mr. Pinkham of that firm being W. V,, a brother of 
deceased, although a few years later Theodore became 
associated with the firm, his brother retiring. Later the 
firm of Collins & Pinkham was dissolved, and the 
was continued under the name of Theo- 
Pinkham. In 1885 Theodore Pinkham removed 
Friend street to No. 46 Federal street, and when 
the American Straw Board Company was organized 
in 188 he sold out his business to that concern and 
was appointed manager of the new company’s Boston 
house, serving in that capacity for a year or more, when he 
retired from the box board business, giving a couple of 
years to other commercial interests. Later Mr. Pinkham 
reconnected himself with the trade, representing some of 
the Western board mills. For a couple of years he was 
engaged as salesman with Chas. D. Brown & Co., of Bos- 
ton, leaving that firm to take the management of Carter, 
Rice & Co.’s box board trade, with which house he re- 
mained some five years, leaving last February to connect

himself with the Haverhill Box Board Company, of Haver- 
hill, Mass. Since his connection with the Haverhill Com- 
pany Mr. Pinkham’s health began to fail so that he was 
often confined to his home during the past few months. 

Funeral services were held at his late home on Friday 
afternoon, there being present quite a number of his old 
business friends, including representatives from Chas. D. 
Brown & Co., Carter, Rice & Co., Spaulding & Tewksbury 
Company, the American Straw Board Company and the 
Haverhill Box Board Company. The floral tokens of love 
and esteem were numerous, almost hiding the casket from 
view. 

Theodore Pinkham was a man of integrity and honesty, 
large hearted and generous to a fault, a gentleman in every 
sense of the word, and a true friend. He was widely 
known to box board manufacturers and to paper box mak- 
ers, and was one of the most popular men connected with 
the trade, and for a quarter of a century one of the most 
prominent. No tribute of praise too eulogistic can be paid 
to the memory of the late Theodore Pinkham. D. 





ANDREW QOUTTERSON. 

Watertown, N. Y., May 30, 1905.—Andrew Outterson, 
one of the oldest paper makers in the Black River Valley, 
died Thursday morning in this city in his eightieth year. 
Mr. Outterson was born in Ireland of Scotch parentage. 
When he was a child his father, who was a paper maker, 
came to this country and settled in Connecticut. As a boy 
Andrew Outterson learned the paper making trade with 
his father and it is said that he and his father set up the 
first paper machine in the United States. It is also said 
that he made the first sheet of banknote paper ever made 
by machinery in this country. After leaving the Connecti- 
cut Valley he was engaged in the paper making business in 
Rochester, Dansville, Pulaski and Lyonsdale, this State. 
Mr. Outterson was the eldest of a large family and is sur- 
vived by ten brothers and sisters. He was a brother of 
Col. James T. Outterson, of the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and 
Paper Company, and an uncle of Hon. James A. Outter- 
son, who is connected with several Northern New York 
paper companies. The funeral was held Saturday after- 
noon at Pulaski, N. Y. B. 

Cuartes W. GAMBLE. 

Watertown, N. Y., May 29, 1905.—Charles Willard 
Gamble, a prominent paper manufacturer and business man 
of this city, died at his home here Saturday morning, May

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PERKINS, GOODWIN & CO.’S ANSWER 


They Put in a Counter Claim of $120,000 Against the Out- 
terson Mills, With Which Contracts for News 
Were Recently Made. . 


In its answer to the suit of the Champion Paper Com- 
pany, of Carthage, N. Y., for $38,000, the firm of Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co., of New York city, has this week filed a 
counter claim for $120,000, the same being the value placed 
by the firm on its contract with Hon. James A. Outterson 
for the entire product of the Champion, Malone and De 
Grasse mills for a period of five years. The suit of the 
plaintiff company, as was stated in a previous issue of THE 
Paper TrApe JoukNAL, was for the actual value of the 
paper delivered to Perkins, Goodwin & Co. on its contracts 
with the Boston Herald and the Chicago Tribune. In its 
answer the defendant firm admits its liability to pay for 
the paper delivered, but sets up the counter claim for the 
value of unfulfilled contract for five years. 

In regard to the legal action now pending, it will be re 
called that the suit, which is friendly, owes its origin to 
the inability of the parties to agree as to which one of 
them should pay the commission of the broker who helped 
to secure the Boston Herald contract. Perkins, Goodwin 
& Co., it is admitted, were originally liable for the brok- 
ers fee, but in the subsequent negotiations it is claimed 
that Mr. Outterson promised “to take care of the broker” 
as consideration in part for the cancellation by Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. of its contract with the Chicago Tribune. 
As Mr. Outterson denies having made any such promise 
that gentleman brought suit so that the courts might decide 
the matter in dispute. In order to raise the question suit 
was ‘brought for the value of the paper ($38,000) actually 
delivered by the Malone, De Grasse and Champion mills 
under -the contract with Perkins, Goodwin & Co. The 
claims of the Malone-and De Grasse mills were assigned 
to the Champion Paper Company for the purposes of this 
suit 

In view of the failure of part of the consideration. re- 
ferred to above, which led Perkins, Goodwin & Co. to agree 
to the cancellation of its contract with the Chicago Tribune, 
that firm has felt forced to fall back on its legal rights in 
the premises and to claim the full value of its contract 
with the Outterson mills for the stipulated five years. This 
fact accounts for the large amount of the counter claim 

The trial of the suit, which is brought in St. Lawrence 


County, will be followed with considerable interest by the 
trade. The unusual features of the transactions which 
led to the present litigation have already attracted consid- 
erable attention. This is especially true of the sudden shift- 
ing back of the Boston Herald and the Chicago Tribune 


contracts into the hands of the International Paper Com- - 


pany, the previous holder of them. Naturally the part 
played by that company whereby it again gained possession 
of the contracts adds to the interest in the present litiga- 
tion, as it is expected that all the negotiations and agree- 
ments relative to the matter between Mr. Outterson, Per- 
kins, Goodwin & Co., the International Paper Company 
and the publishers will be made known asa@ result of the 
trial. As some of the promises made at that time were 
evidently not lived up to, the disciosure of their exact na- 
ture will no doubt come out in the testimony 


The Power Development at Fort Frances. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Orrawa, Canada, May 29, 1905.—The town of Fort 
Frances, Ont., is greatly exercised over the question as to 
whether it will get the half of the 30,000 horse power 
scheme that is being worked out there by the Backus 
Brooks Company. Its delegates have been before the 
Senate and Commons at Ottawa to discuss the details of 
the bill and have returned apparently satisfied that Fort 
Frances’ wishes will be considered. The town desires that 
half the total power developed will be used on the Cana- 
dian side, but by the bill before Parliament only 4,000 to 
5,000 horse power need be retained in Canada. Work is 
being pushed ahead rapidly on the new dam and already 
$250,000 worth of building improvements have been under- 
taken in the town in anticipation of a big industrial devel- 
opment as soon as the power plant is complete.

An important meeting of box board manufacturers, both 
East and West, will be held at the Iroquois Hotel, Buffalo, 
N. Y., tomorrow, Friday. The object of the meeting, as 
stated in a circular letter to the mill owners, is “to discuss, 
complete and put into effect the plans by which mutual 
benefits may accrue to all.” It is expected that both the 
Western Box Board Company and the Eastern Box Board 
Company will be fully represented, and will be ready to 
co-operate in any plan agreed upon for the improvement 
of conditions in the board trade. 

Preliminary to the gathering at Buffalo a meeting of the 
Eastern Box Board Company was held on Friday of last 
week at the offices of Albert F. Hagar, 60 Wall street, New 
York. 

After the meeting. which was largely attended, it 
was reported that progress had been made in the effort to 
get the manufacturers to agree upon some plan for the 
benefit of all. 

A very encouraging feature of the meeting was the 
fact that so many of the manufacturers who had not 
attended the previous meetings were on hand. In view of 
their willingness to co-operate with their brother manufac- 
turers, the outlook for some concerted action among the 
mill owners is considered very good 

In his call for the Buffalo meeting, sent to the non-mem- 
ber mill owners in the West, Mr. Hagar says in part: 

“For several months the writer has been in correspon- 
dence with the manufacturers, both West and East, trying 
to overcome their prejudice and endeavoring to secure their 
confidence in order that they could work together. The 
Eastern Box Board Company will be fully represented and 
ready to co-operate. Full reports will be rendered and 
suitable action taken.

The initiative in the effort of the dealers in high grade 
writing papers to obtain from the manufacturers a larger 
discount than is given the consuming trade has been taken 
by the Paper Association of New York City. The committee 
on relations with manufacturers of that association, having 
been authorized to act in the matter, has sent a letter to the 
makers of the grades covered by the resolution of the Na- 
tional Paper Trade Association passed at its last meet- 
ing, held in February. That resolution specifically men- 
tioned Parson’s, Crane’s, Weston’s and Brown’s No. I 
ledgers, Crane’s bond and Crane’s Japanese Linen. 

A copy of the letter sent to the manufacturers of these 
papers follows: 

“Dear Strs—The Paper Association of New York City, 
through its committee on relations with manufacturers, 
believing that the interests of the manufacturer and jobber 
are mutual and that they should be more closely allied to 
the end that a better profit for both should be secured, re- 
spectfully requests that you will hereafter refrain from 
opening any new accounts with the consuming stationery 
and kindred trade; also that you will see your way clear 
to make such a change in discounts that will allow the job- 
ber a different discount of at least 10 per cent. on ream 
lots, and at least 5 per cent. on case lots, of one size, 


weight, color and kind, delivery to be made at one time, 
than the lowest price made to the consuming, stationery 
or kindred trades. The jobber would not object to the 
manufacturers selling direct, providing the difference in 
prices is as above stated, or even if a greater difference 
is maintained. 

“The manufacturing stationer or others who do not buy 
direct from the manufacturer are placed in unfair com 
petition with those who do, and, under the arrangement we 
respectfully request, this competition will be eliminated. 
This unreasonable competition causes much dissatisfaction 
and an effort to substitute other papers than yours when 
possible. A ‘square deal’ is all that the jobbers and their 
customers desire. 

“The jobbers, by selling a varied line of papers to their 
customers, are enabled to sell at less expense than if only 
one line was handled, and being in close touch with them 
can watch the accounts more closely than the manufacturer. 
The jobbers, on their part, would, so far as possible, push 
your lines so that increased sales would result in larger 
stocks being carried for immediate delivery. We would be 
pleased to have you give this careful and favorable consid- 
eration and a prompt reply. 

“The Committee on Relations with Manufacturers—Haz- 
ard Lasher, chairman; William E. Ebbets, William D. May, 
sernard B. Megargee, E. E. Wright, J. E. Linde.” 

The replies of the manufacturers will no doubt be re- 
ported to the New York Association at its next meeting. 
Further action in the matter will, however, probably not be 
taken until June 15, at which time the semi-annual meeting 
of the National Paper Trade Association will be held in 
Chicago, IIl.

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THE EXPERIMENTS OF BAKER. 


Three of Them—The First Was Successful—The Others Were 
Failures and They Cured His Mania—Details of 
the New Wrinkles. “ 


In some instances the experimental machine tender has 
been quite successful in applying to some part of his ma- 
chine something that improves its running and work. As 
a rule, it is his first experiment that proves successful, and 
if he would be content with his first success all would be 
well, but unfortunately for himself and the man he works 
for he becomes-afficted with a disease that leads him on 
to commit the greatest blunders imaginable against the 
first principles of machine tending and mechanics. The 
disease is comimonly known as “swelled head” or conceit, 
and a good many other names. No physician can cure it. 

John Baker had suddenly become an experimental ma- 
chine tender. He was employed in a large book mill in 
the State of Maine, and one night he was having much 
trouble in making a heavy sheet. He was forced to slow 
the machine back several feet in speed, to overcome the 
crushing of the sheet, which took place between the couch 
rolls, but this did not remedy his trouble satisfactorily, and 
he decided to try an experiment. It was his first offense 
and he was rather timid in trying it. He first determined 
that the top couch roll was set forward too much upon 
the bottom roll, because the sheet would crush with no 
weights upon the couch levers. The sheet was as dry as it 
should be after leaving the suction boxes, the jacket was 
in fairly good condition; so John figured that if he moved 
the top couch roll back a little that would stop the crush- 
ing. 

He took a monkey wrench and loosened the nuts of 
the top couch roll box very carefully, but not as carefully 
as he intended, and as a result the rolls started to go for- 
ward instead of backward. He dropped the wrench and 
made a spring for his wire clutch and stopped the wire 
just in time to save it from going in a wrinke. The roll 
in going forward had slackened up the front side of the 
wire, and if John had not been quick and wise his first 
experiment would have ended very disastrously. As it 
was, it had given him a fright and left him in a very un- 
certain state of mind as to whether he had better proceed 
with the experiment or put the roll back where it was and 
let it stay there. After shutting off the stuff he decided to 
carry out his idea, and with the aid of his backtender and 





a heavy iron bar he succeeded’ in shifting the top roll back 
nearly three-eighths of an inch. He then speeded the 
machine up 10 feet and “started up.” 

After the lapse of twenty minutes the paper was on the 
reel and everything was “steadying down.” John closely 
scrutinized the width of the sheet between the calenders 
and dryers to see if there was any sign of crush. He 
found none, and his future as a poor machine tender dated 
from that moment, for it was then that the “swelled head” 
disease first attacked him. Here he stood in all his glory— 
John Baker, the machine tender, who tried an experiment 
that was successful and enabled him to run the machine 
fastcr on heavy paper than it had ever been run. How 
some of the crack machine tenders who had run that ma- 
chine had never thought of doing what he had done, he 
could not see. Hereafter, he figured, he would never hesi- 
tate to put his own ideas into operation, should he decide 
they would benefit his work. These were the thoughts 
that surged through John’s mind, as he stood fondly con- 
templating the couch rolls, and in the morning he made 
the superintendent fully acquainted with the result of his 
night’s work. : 

When he came to work the following night the machine 
was making the same heavy sheet, and his mate said “she” 
had run fine all day, and a smile lingered around the 
corners of his mouth as he said to John: 

“John, that was a mighty bright idea of yours in mov- 
ing that roll back, and it works O. K.” 

John smiled; the swelled head was working overtime 
now, and liked nothing better than praise. 

“Well, Bill, that ain’t the only thing that’s wrong with 
this machine, and you will see something more before 
long. I’ve made up my mind to change a few things, and 
this job is going to be a Snap,” replied the poor, conceited 
John. ; 

Silly said nothing, but as he left the machine he mut- 
tered to himself that before morning Baker would wish 
that he had left the couch roll where it had been. When 
Billy had gone, John glanced over his orders for the night, 
and found that he would change on to a light sheet about 
midnight. This fact did not bother him, and he occupied 
himself meanwhile in going over every bit of the machine, 
looking for places on it in which he could try more ex- 
periments. He found several, and made a note of their 
position. Midnight came, and he ran out the stuff he was 
making. Then he shifted his belt onto the fast speed and 
started up on the light sheet. It went over the machine 
all right, and stayed there for a time, and then it started 
to break. First it was only an occasional “snap off,” but 





after a time it broke on the first press twice, and John 
scented trouble. He saw it didn't seem to couch very 
well on the back side, so he placed more weights upon the 
covers. That helped some, but did not stop the paper 
from breaking occasionally. John was getting hot and 
mad, and after two hours of hard work for everyone on 
the machine John concluded the couch roll should come 
forward a little This he accomplished with little trouble, 
and all was O. K.; but John was crestfallen. He re- 
solved not to say anything to his mate about shifting the 
roll back to its natural place unless he noticed it himself 
This, however, did not dampen his ardor to try more ex- 
periments, and the very next night started the fun early in 
the evening. He was running a sheet in which considera- 
ble size was used, and naturally the froth was piled high 
back of the slices. John looked at it, and decided that 
something was missing, or that froth would not be there. 
He then searched for the thing that was missing and found 
it under the dandy box that stood near the machine. It 
was a shower pipe, and Billy, John’s mate, claimed that 
he could run as well without it as with it, for it covered 
the first slice with stuff by spattering upon it, and John 
had thought the same until now. He had suddenly decided 
to put the pipe on and run the shower on the slices. So 
he cleaned all the froth off and placed the pipe in position 
and turned water into it. Now, the machine had been 
running for two days without a washup, and consequently 
stuff and slime had gathered upon the bottom of the slices 
and in and around the corners of the apron, so when the 
shower started to work its first effect was to loosen all the 
dead stuff that had accumulated and let it go forward, but 
not all together. It went in the form of beautiful lumps ; 
some, as big as a cracker, would go as far as the first 
press, and then persist in going up around the roll to see 
the first press doctor, and, of course, the rest of the paper 
would follow this lump, and John would call the operation 
another d—d wet break, and then when he would get the 
paper to the reel a little baby lump would object to being 
squeezed between the calender rolls and would convince 
the rest of the sheet to do likewise. John would term this 
a measly snap off. And so it continued for two hours, 
first a d—d wet break and then a measly snap off, followed 
by loud and increasing swearing on John’s part. He finally 
got wise and shut off the shower on the slices. He did 
not want to shut down and wash up, and he did not think 
of squirting them off with the machine hose. This was 
experiment No. 2, and was a distinct failure; but others 
were to follow.

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Water Pollution. 
The New York Times in a recent issue said: ‘Fresh 
impetus has been given to the agitation for stopping the 
pollution of Lake Champlain by pulp mills by the action of 
the State Board of Health of Vermont, which has declared 
that the public water supplies of Burlington and other cities 
have been so contaminated as to be unfit for use.” 

The paper referred to goes on to lay the burden of this 
pollution on certain pulp mills, attempting to demonstrate 
that the reports of investigators show that the pulp mills 
alone are the ones on which blame should be placed. 
The fact is that the investigations of competent authorities 
shows that the vilest pollution in existence at Lake Cham- 
plain is due, not to pulp mills, but to the sewage that is 
poured into the rivers tributary to the lake and into the 
lake itself, and that unless immediate and active attention 
is given to the matter trouble, and serious trouble at that, 
will result. 

That fresh impetus should be given to the agitation for 
stopping the pollution is very true, but that agitation should 
be directed against the municipalities that are allowed to 
dump their filth into the streams, and for which it is being 
sought by interested parties to hold the pulp mill owners 
responsible. There is no reason in the world why it should 
be permissible to dump sewage into the water courses, 
the more especially if the damage caused by such dump- 
ing is to be laid at the doors of owners of industrial estab- 
lishments that are the life gf the community, It is about 
time that the real offenders in the matter were brought to 
justice. 


Box Board Matters. 


The manufacturers of box board will hold a meeting at 
Buffalo, N. Y., tomorrow, and expectations are that there 
will not only be a well attended gathering, but that special 
efforts will be put forth in an endeavor to bring about a 
concert of action in this branch of the paper making in- 
dustry. That such an effort is justified there is no doubt. 
That there will be a successful outcome of the gathering 
there is every hope. It is urged that every manufacturer 
in this line should be present, so as to be able to take an 
active part in the proceeding. That urging should be 
heeded.

The Interstate Paper Company. 

It is announced from Chicago that the contracts between 
its various mills and the Interstate Paper Company have 
been canceled and that the latter named concern will be 
dissolved. The Interstate Paper Company was organized 
a little over a year ago to act as a selling agency for West- 
ern book paper mills the same as the General Paper Com- 
pany is a selling agency for Western news paper mills. It 
has had a somewhat stormy life and now makes way for 
either the old system of selling goods direct from each 
mill, or for a corporate successor which will have a firmer 
grip on its line of business. It is not yet announced as to 
which of these plans will be adopted permanently, but it 
would not be surprising were the latter method of market- 
ing both paper product be put in force a little later on.

" There never was a dyspeptic who did not love pie, and 
no pie has ever yet been discovered which, in process of in- 
digestion, does not make the dyspeptic feel as if he could, 
with very little additional provocation, commit a horrible 


crime. The one great blight upon Yankee character in New 
England has been the unhappy influence of the beloved pie. 
In a country where pie is the principal article of food; 
where pie is eaten regularly three times a day, and four 
times on Sundays and holidays; where pie ingredients con- 
stitute the leading and staple products of the soil— 
Where girls are wooed for the pies they make, 
Where women are loved for the pies they bake, 
And the husbandman prays when he comes to die 
He will go to a heaven where all is pie 
—in a country where the pantry shelves continually groan 
under the precious burden of apples, gooseberries, cranber- 
ries, huckleberries, lemons, minced meat, and other pie 
filling, anything that promises to remove from the pie the 
one possible objection to its consumption in quarters, 
halves and wholes, is hailed with delight. 

The Yankee is naturally hopeful, cheerful, buoyant in 
spirits; indeed, when relieved from the depression conse- 
quent to the effort of a delicate stomach to digest the un- 
dercrust of a pie, the Yankee disposition is the cheeriest 
that enters into the composition of our sunny national char- 
acter. An obvious remedy for the gloom which now and 
then settles upon the Yankee mind would be the elimination 
of the pie from his daily regimen, but the trouble with this 
remedy is that it is too obvious. It has been considered 
seriously at various times down through several genera- 
tions, and always discarded, for the reason that the Yankee 
prefers dyspepsia with pie to a painless life without it. 

The wood pulp pie plate has solved the problem, how- 
ever, as only a Yankee invention could solve it, for the 
pulp in the pulp pie plate will absorb the grease which set- 
tles in the undercrust of pie and which has been the cause 
of all the trouble. 


Evidently the man who wrote that is an Easterner, who 
has fond recollections of pies such as mother used to make. 
Now that the dyspeptic’s own pulp pie plate has come for- 
ward to offer safety and salvation to all, that Easterner 
who has been earning his living in Chicago, but who 
hankers after the “fried” and other pies of Vermont, can 
go back to the old homestead and eat pie to his heart's 
content. 


“Federal officials are rejoicing over the fact that they 
have nailed one trust to the mast, the one being the Gen- 
eral Paper Company, that has had for the last five years 
absolute control of selling the product of the paper mills 
of the Northwest. If the Government will now go after 
the Internationah Paper Company that is and has been 
dictating terms to practically every newspaper publisher in 
the East, the East will join with the Middle West in ex- 
tending congratulations to the administration.” This is 
the way one daily paper puts it. The statements do not 
agree with the facts, however, as as yet the “General” 
has not been “nailed to the mast,” whatever the writer on 
the daily may mean by that phrase. It is simply a mild 
sample of the way that some newspapers have of celebrat- 
ing an event that they hope will happen. 


One of the matters on which leaders in the paper, paper 
stock and stationery trade are agreed is that Lock- 
wood’s Directory is beyond any question the standard 
reference book of the trade.

The property has just been pur- 
chased by the Wood Pulp Trust. The men all refused to 
work for a trust. So the houses were fastened up and the 
families moved away.” That would be a nice story if only 
it was founded on fact. 


In another column will be found the first part of an 
article on “The Experiments of Baker,” a machine tender 
who was given to trying new things on his tour. Some of 
them resulted in good work, but the majority of his bril- 
liant ideas worked only havoc. Baker is typical of many 
men who have an intense itching to make changes for the 
sole sake of doing things different from other people. The 
story of Baker’s work should be of interest to practical 
men.

Peat as a Paper Making Material. 

Writing from Edinburgh, Scotland, United States Con 
sul Fleming reports as follows 

“About two years ago in Scotland and Ireland there was 
a revival of interest in the utilization of peat as a material 
for making paper, book board, &c. The failure of many 
previous undertakings, large and small, did not deter capi 
talists from investing in new plants, two of which have 
been operating for some time. The principal product is 
wrapping paper. It cannot be said that the industry 1s as 
yet much beyond the experimental stage, nor that any very 
important results are promised 

“The difficulties that beset the earlier experimenters have 
not been wholly overcome and are still serious drawbacks 
to the economical use of peat. They are: (1) The trouble 
some and expensive process of getting rid of dirt, requiring 
a large amount of soda in the boiling vats; (2) lack of 
sufficient fibre in peat. necessitating the addition of other 
material, such as old gunny bags, ropes, hemp, &c., to make 
paper that will serve the ordinary purposes of grocers, dry- 
goods merchants and other tradesmen, my information 
being that little of the peat paper now put on the market 
is more than 75 per cent. peat; and (3) the apparent im 
possibility of bleaching the peat pulp to a satisfactory ex- 
tent, which means practically that only brown paper can be 
produced.”

PAPER.—The holiday this week contributed to the dull- 
ness that prevails in the market. The fact that the summer 
season is now at hand, together with the light demand 
that is always a characteristic of the trade around the first 
of each month, have also combined to render the volume of 
business rather small. Practically all grades of paper have 
been affected by the depressing influences. Quotations, 
while nominally at the old level, are in reality being 
“shaved” according to the eagerness of the sellers. In the 
jobbing trade there have been no general reductions in 
prices, still it is admitted that they are weaker than they 
have been. The manufacturers, on the other hand, being 
anxious to secure orders as a protection against the sum- 
mer dullness are reported as making some concessions in 
their prices. As has been said before, the bearish influ- 
ences in the market have affected all grades except Tis- 
sues, these being extraordinarily firm for this season of the 
year. Writings and Book papers are all moving fairly 
well, although there is no life to the demand. The prac- 
tical refusal of buyers to place orders for Book papers 
except at lower prices has had a bad effect on quotations. 
The same thing can be said of Manilas, but in a less de- 
gree. The buyers and consumers of paper, realizing that 
the market is weak, are evidently taking advantage of the 
situation. News paper continues very weak. For Special- 
ties of various kinds there is still a good demand. Box 
Boards are in light demand, with quotations at a very low 


level. No improvement is looked for in Boards till next 
fall. Paper bags are moving pretty well at the advanced 
prices.

Philadelphia Markets.

PHILADELPHIA, May 29, 1905.—Continuance of the slug- 
gish movements of paper stock from the warehouses of the 
jobbers to the mills of the manufacturers has caused an 
easing off in the quotations of some grades of stock, but 
the most potent factor, so far as old newspapers is con- 
cerned, was the straw board reduction. Until this week 
quotations were unchanged, not because of any activity in 
demand, but because supplies of stock were only about as 
large as the demand, and both were small; but with a 
hetter feeling in the paper market, with printers and pub- 
lishers busier, more stock has arrived and prices had to 
be shaded on No. 1 Soft Whites and No. 2 Mixed to stim- 
ulate a movement. The action of straw board manufac- 
turers in reducing prices caused the news or box board 
men to follow suit, with the result that there was a decline 
in quotations on stock. Rags remain steady. There has 
developed, however, a new field for stock. A certain stock 
dealer is now making efforts to secure old felt hats, which 
hitherto have not been much of a feature in the stock mar- 





ket. Their method of utilization has not been disclosed.

Dr. J. E. Lowes Dead,

Dayton, Ohio, May 28, 1905.—The death of Dr. J. E. 
Lowes, at Pasadena, Cal., last week removed one of the 
best known residents of the State. For the past twenty 
years he had been known as the political leader of Mont- 
gomery County. He was largely interested in local enter- 
prises which could be named by the dozen and his estate 
is one of the largest in the city. Dr. Lowes was especially 
prominent in the organization of the Bradley Cordage 
Company, of this city, and though he had varied interests 
and devoted much of his time to their management, he 
was partial in his attention to the cordage plant, which is 
one of the most complete in the country. _When it was 
damaged by a fire a couple of years ago Dr. Lowes and his 
associates went to a heavy expense to rebuild it on a more 
extensive scale and it has always been regarded as one of 
the county’s most prosperous concerns. Recently Dr. 
Lowes reorganized the Dayton Electric Light Company, a 
$3,000,000 corporation, and it was when the papers were 
finally signed in that deal that he gave way to collapse and 
was quickly removed to Pasadena. He was fomerly the 
principal owner of the Daily Press and at the time of his
